A Cure for Chioken Disease, and & Reatipt
For Making Hena Lay,

An old lndy feiend of’ the Village
Rooord hos been glving the editor some
information on the tnking care of eliek-
une, Bhe says !

I hnve found that during the cool and
vold weather of Fall, Winterand Spring,
a dough, compounded as follows, ful
onee i day and then intermitted for two
days, to produee excsllent results: To
three gallons of bolling water add one
half an ounce common salt, o teaspoon-
ful of cayenne pepper and four ounces
of lard. Stir the mixture witil the pep-
per hus impnrted conslderable strength
to the water. Meantime the alt will
have been dissolved and the Inrd melted.
Then, while yet boillng hot stie In n
menl made of onls nnd corn, ground to-
gether in equal proportions, until n stify
mush i formed, Set away to cool down
to milk warmth. Betore feeding, taste
te see that you have an overdoge nelther
of mlt nor pepper, and to prevent (he
ben being imposed upon with o mixture
nolt it to be eaten, The hen mush
should not be more salt thhn o suit
youtr own taste, nor o hot with pepper
that you could not swallow i, were so
much in your broth. Heware of too
much salt, tooamuch lnrd, and too much
pepper; and bewnre too, where the
sensoning s not too high, of feeding
this dough toodongat n time. Let the
hens be fed ope day fully with it, then
let it be omitted and the ordinary feed
glven two days, and so on, and the ye.
sult will be found satléfactory. Tike
notice—heons Fed this way will be n good
denl less inotined to set than when fad in

the ordinary manner.
